The propricty of lwviog female doctors is 
being scientifically disgusecd. Learned mev 
are batting their brains over it, aud produc- 
ing voluminous pamphlets pro and cen. In 
tue meantime, the the discussion, a good 
many of the fair sex all over the country anc 
Europe are moving briskly forward ard in 
dead earnest clutching at the pains and hon. 
ors and toils cf the Doctor’s commission 
We hear elsewhere of women Doctors, and 
occasionally a really successful one pops to 
the surface. New York has a lady physician 
of such skill an popularity as to glean her 
fifteen or twenty thousand dollars of yearly 
practice, 

Atlanta has had one or two suggestions of 
the thing, but no substantial reality as yet. 

The University of Zurich in Europe, ad- 
mits women to the regular course in medi- 
cine, and gives the successful applicants the 
Doctors dezree. 

This inauguration of equality in that famed 
institution has started # right lively fusillade 
of pamphlets. Dr. Von Bischoff, a learned 
physiologist of Munich, blazes away at the 
thing. In his view women are incapable— 
intellectually and physically—of being phys- 
icians, and their modesty is anj insuffereble 
barrier. 

De. Hermann, of Zurich, another eo" 
eminent physiologist, takcs up the cu 
for the petticoats, inclined te dosing pills «id 
grappling with human ils. His experience 
has been that his female pupils went through 
lectures and heard all sorts of delicate scien- 
tific immodesties, in the presence of the maie 
students, without a:.y loss of dignity or im- 
moral engenderment. A careful professor, 
and an wathetic feeling of scientific duty, can 
banish any improper result. 

It is strenuously contended that the best 
way to educate doctors is by throwing open 
tne medical colleges to both sexes, and not 
baving separate schools of medicine,

There was ecarcely a division on the mo- 
tion to pass the bill, and the instant it was 
out of the way a Pennsylvania member 
sprang a general amnesty bill on the House, 
and moved to suspend the rules and put it on 
its passage. The vote stood 102 in favor of 
suspending the ruics and passing the bill, to 
eighty four against. A two-thirds vote is re- 
quired to suspend the rule, which was lacking 
in the vete io-day. Ameng those who voted 
against amnesty were—Ainbier, Oakes,Ames, 
Beatty, Beveridge, of Lihnois, Bingham, But 
ler, Coburn, Dawes, Foster, Hawley, May- 
nard, Spraguc, Monroe, Peck, Snapp, Smith 
and Upson. Havens and Parker were the 
only members from Missouri voting against 
suspension of the rules. Garfield and Ste- 
vensoa were the only Republicans from Obio 
who voted te suspend the rules. Farrell and 
Hay were the oply Republicans from [inois 
who voted on behalf of amnesty. This vote 
seems to settle emnesty in the House for this 
session, although it may come up again on a 
fuller House.

His Opinion of the Prospects and 
part of Hii Section. 


Loutsvittz, December 5. — the 
pure, elevaicd and eminent minds of the 
5 .uth few are attached to ench « deliberate, 
matured and gracious countenanc* and pres- 
esce as that of John A. Campbell, of Mobile. 
MK. CAMPBELL. 

He was appointed by President Pierce ta 
an Associate Jusiiceship of the Supreme 
Court of the Unite: States, and the Senaie 
confirmed bim unaninwusly, at the age of 46 
He was a native of Georgia, and hed been 
feducated at its State University and admit- 
te] to the bar at the same time with Kobert 
Toombs. About 1820 he removed tu Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and took a place in the Legis 
ialure a3 among the mo-t logical and lega! 
‘ninds in the State, and his manner, method 
and cool, quiet reasoning invested ail that he 
did with an atmosphere of fact and reason 
Pdiiticaliy, he wes asortof Whig-Demeccrat, 
not tied up in the awkward pantaloons ot 
State righta and sometimes proposing Whig 
measures to his Democratic associates, a8 
when for example in 1837 he advocated bor- 
rowing five millions on State bonds to relieve 
honest debtors; the scheme failed, and then 
Vampbell came promptly forward and told 
the whole truth in regard to the failure 
without endeavoring to extenuate his 
former positiveness the other way. He was 
mthe Supreme Bench at Washington for 
eight years, and his jadgment was agz«inst re- 
ceasion, but the entire pressure of the time was 
<uch a8 to force a judicial mind out of its 
‘ircuit, and, after seeking to make some ad 
jostment between the Confederase Commis 
sioners and Mr. Seward, he found ibat the 
latter was more plausible in promise tan lit 
eral fulfillment, and at a late day he went 
with a heavy heart over to the Southern side 
and was called by Randolph, the Secretary 
of War, to be his asseciate in a!l matters af- 
fecting civil cases. There he stood until 
Richmond surrendered, when he remained 
behind to take his part m the disaster and to 
seek, at the sacrivce of hiuncif, to secure 
more ienient treatment for the quict class 
of his Southern countrymen. After some 
respite he was thrown into Fort Pulasi.i, and 
was pardoned out by President Johnson at 
he intercession of the widow of Siephen A. 
Douglas. ° 

sy wok upon, Judge Campbell is 2 man of 
sco ch pbysiognomy, toned down after two 
w three generations of Au.erican civilization 
He has a fine head, partly bald and encirclec 
witu soft, white hair. He is quiet and de- 
iib-rate in speech, with a musical voice, and 
ihe manner of one either suffering some 
mental pain or possessing some dignified ef- 
feminacy, and his knowledge and reading are 
of a degree to infatuate those with whom be 
converses, while over his interesting parts 
lies the ualo of anstural gentleman of se f.- 
respect, nodesty and purity. 

THE INTERVIEW. 


I think that I violate no rule of modern 
‘ourtesy when I express some of the opinion: 
of this large-brained person upon the affairs 
of his own Southern communities. The dis- 
asters which have overcome the South are as 
broad as the delage, and the personal remin- 
iscenres Of a single survivor can do him no 
injury with his more magnanimous aseoci- 
ates, but may direct the new generation to 
avoid former passions and seek in the line of 
a truer civilization that class of development 
which is paterned upon the golden rule of 
doing unto the meanest no worse than he 
should do to us. 

THX GREAT MISTAKE. 


I asked Mr. Campbeil in what he thought 
the North mistook the South most at the 
present time. - He answered as follows: 

“Politically the North mistakes the South 
in supposing that men of former position, 
wealth and influence possess any considerable 
control. They fear that Jefferson Davis or 
Mr. Stephens, or some other man, might re- 
vive himself in public councils and give tone 

se to a new secession sentiment. 
i wis is not based upon a know.edge of our con- 
dition. There are no longer controlling person- 
al influences in the South. Nothing was so 
much swept away a3 the governing men of 
the slave period. A deep, indiscrimipate re. 
action took place at the close of the wa 
against every body who had given such coun- 
a¢lg to the masses as had brought generei 
ruin upon them. To-day your eye my 
wander over the South and find no com- 
manding presence anywhere there. Hence 
the apparent apathy in the white popniation, 
for a certain class of their{former leaders has 
retired and knows no longer what counsel to 
give, while a secondary classof native South- 
erners which has arisen is auimated by the 
mteresta of livelihood, and, kuu'ving little of 
business in any form, chooses ‘politics as the 
best it can do.’ | 

THE REDRESS 

“I make,” 
charge against any class of men; for whenz 
great fatality comes human nature in its des- 
peration separates like an army utterly 
broken up, each man for himself, I simply 
state that at present you muke a mistake in 
the North to look to old leadera to find ow 
any true positions in the South. It is a con- 
dition of general shipwreck, and statesman 
ship does not operate upon it, for there is no 
organization about it. It has recurred tome 
that the proper way to reconstruct tl e South 
would be to find the honest elements and 
real aspirations existing within it, and labor 
to develop and encourage these.” 

CAMPBELL ON DAVIS. 

In the course of the conversation I said to 
Judge Campbell that as the President of the 
Southern Confederacy, Mr. Davis, was stil! 
living, I should like to know whether in him 
there could be found any usefulness in the 
present emergency. He said, as near es 1 can 
recollect, this: 

“It is out of the question to consider Mr 
Davis asa living man. As to his past career 
it was a failure in the light of judgment. Hi: 
was placed at the head of the Southern revo 
lution by that fatal instinct which leads peo- 
ple to select fer their rulers men cf impulsive 
and intrepid demeanor. Administration does 
not lie in such things, but in the capacity to 
meet without fatigue the Jaily recurrences of 
small matters, each of which must be attend- 
ed to, while the attention shonld never tire, 
but ali parts of the vastness of covernmen 
goon. ‘Such was the warin which the South 
embarked. It did not require for its Presi 
dent a hero, but a disciplined mind and a pa- 
tient man. Mr. Davis is supposed in the 
North, as 1 have heard, to have been a map 
of strong and eagsacious devi-ion. He wa- 
not so have seldom seen a man of the 
same rank who wou'd chaffer and be fickle 
for so long a period over the most trifling 
matter. When be retired from his office a: 
| the defeat there were probably more paper- 
pigeonboled in his office on which no action 
had been taken (and many of them involving 
important questions) than in any other de-' 
partment of theSouth. If he could be made 
angry so that he would deci:.e points of ad 
ministration on the ground of resentment or 
spirit he was quick enough; but that is not 
the order of mind for a chief magistrate.” 

CAMPBELL ON STEPHENS 
I was curiousto know what a Justice of 
the Supreme Bench in former days might 
also think of the Vice President of the 
Southern Confederacy,‘and in the course of 
the conversation the following ideas were ex. 


ressed : 

“Mr. Stepheus’ course at the present time,” 
said Judge Campbeil, “makes me as nearly 
indignant as I can weil be at a time when my 
politw-al life and influence in ques- 
tions are over. He is a dislectician, and 
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said Judge Campbell, “ne 
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“Mr. Yancey I have beard speak several 
times,” said Jucge Campbell, “and was never 
satisfied. I bave been told that when much 
aroused be had en interesting countenance 
and a musical voice, but he slways seemed 
tome @ termagant. Reading his speeches | 
thought he talked like a man under the in- 
flaence of an opiate. He did not know what 
be said when he got into elocution, but was 
the mere creature of his faculty of lavish 
speech, and I suppose that he went on be- 
witching multitudes into violence, of the end 
of which he had no conception and they no 
forei hought.” 

CAMPBELL ON HUNTER. 


Looking over the Southern field, I sougtit 
'o seck oul @ person in whom Judge Camp- 
bell reposed the confidence of his experience, 
and was interested ‘o bear him say as 10 ex- 
Senator lianter as follows: 

“Mr. Hunter had one of the finest minds 
in the South, and one of the most honest and 
beautiful matures. You will recollect that be 
was never famous for the vioience of hix 
opinions, bat sought withiz wee ig hme 
uw do the best for his people give direc- 
tion te the country under its old conditions, 
according to the truest civilization of which 
it was Capible Ihave known him in captiv- 
ity, when our misfertune: pressed equally 
upon us and around us, end learned to love 
him. He has time enough on his side of the 
clock to be of some influence, and one of the 
speeches which be made during the last cam 
puiga was plessing to me because it showed 
hat be retained the vigor and health of his 
mind.” 

CAMPBELL ON MAS-N. 

Seon after mentioning Mr. Hunter the 
name of the late James M. Mason came up 
and I related the fact that, after his stFong 
and imperious life, he died upon a litle farm 
near Alexandria in a pastoral way, which 
secmed to shew that he had resources outside 
of publicambition. “Masom’s domestic life,” 
said Judge Campbell, “was peculiarly beauti- 
ful. He married the daughter of Col. Chew, 
who owned the mansion and grounds where 
the battle of Germantown raged in the Revo- 
lutionary war. After Richmond was evacu- 
ated I remained in the city until it filled up 
with the troops of the United States, and as 
soon as I had a little repose I set forth to ia- 
quire into the condition of my neighbors who 
remained. I wenttothe house of Mra. Ma 
son, and she told me that she bad destroyed 
in the grate fire all the letters which her bus- 
band had written her in the thirty years o: 
so of their married life. In all that time she 
said that Mr. Mason was never out of her 
company a day but he wrote her a letter 
with punctuality, and when he was a Senator 
in Washington the school exercises of his 
daughters were mailed to him every day in 
the week, and were by him corrected and 
returned. Mrs. Mason had kept all her bus- 
band’s letters, but believing that the soldiery 
would ransack her houss, she had made the 
sacrifice of committing them to the flames 
She had also destroyed many souvenirs of « 
character precious to her io a domestic view, 
hut there was a sword given to her father by 
Gencral Washington which she desired me 
to take and concea!, for she thought her Lus 
band’s house was more exposed to peril than 
my own. I was not very firm in my mind 
about Carrying a weapon through the streets, 
but she solicited me so earnestly that I put 
the weapon under my cloak, acd, wrappieg 
the cloak around me, walked through the 
city, touched by soldiers on almost every 
side, aud when t got home I put the sword 
up in the top of the huuse among the rafters, 
and kept it there until I could return is with 
safety.” 

THE ARMISTICR AT BAMPTON ROADS. 

Mr. Campbeil gave some interesting mmi 
jiscences Of iis Visit to ttaumpton Roads t 
old an armistice with Mr. Liocola an 
seward near the close of the war. Mr. Camp 
ell said that in & Conversation at this tim:

lavcs. To this Mr. Lincola repied

caponsibdle fer slavery as the South, amd hac 

betted in it, t.aded in it, and defended i 
intil slavery became a vast public question 
nd invited war. 

THE FREED NEGRO. 

As to the negro with the ballot in his hand, 
Mr. Campbe!l expressed no resentment sor 

feeling of reaction on the subject, but said 
that it was truly a sore matter in the presen: 
Condition ef the South, because it rendered 
the efforts of what good men remained abor- 
(ive to restore so'vency to the exchequer of 
ube Southern States and to lead the general 
mind up tothe consideration of new issues 
He intimated thatin the States where the 
black vote was representative nothing impor- 
tant in neither Northern nor Southern society 
had much chance to be brought to the court 
f public reason, He alluded to the question 
of State credit where it was apparent that 
the majority of black men ecarcely un- 
derstoou the obligations of the modery Com- 
monwealth to its creditors, and knew neth 
ing whatever about the relations bet ween tax 
es and public credit. He also admitted that 
the great bulk of Southern men were without 
business cducation and couid not approach 
the censideration of any new questions as a 
Northern community might do. 


CORRUPTION. 

j inquired,in the light ‘of some of these 
aimissions, if the old Legislatures of the past 
in the South might not bave been as corrupt 
is thesé pewer ones. He thought it over 
-ome time and shook his head 

* In Alabama,” said he, “1 recall] but a sin- 
gle instance where there was an attempt by 
the Legislature todo a dishonest thing, and 
(hat was in the case of the Planters’ Bank 
which was one of several banks that were 
legalized ; bat we prescribed that only a cer- 
tain numer of shares of stock might be ta 
ken in the name of any one person.

I inquired as to the present condition of 
legislative matters in Alabama and Louisisna 
As to Alabama, Judge Campbell said that L 
E Parsons, a leading Re i had always 
been esteemed a man of b aiss and probity 
As to Louisiana, be was mildly cx 
of aoe my se oe and s*emed to enter- 
tain little hope t things could be straight- 
ened out u conditions. He re 
capitulated cases with which he was familiar, 
where the Governor had been manifestly in. 
erested in bills and franchises of a sranda 
lous nature, and said that he was the firs’ 
Governor, even in these ti set ex 
ample of delaying bills 
both Houses and 
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ays appeared to me w have his 

whey and his members in the 
Uonfederacy. He is a man of the fisest 
character, the purest nature, and that sort of 
noble, gentle influence which is just now 
needed in the South. For him I feel a desire 
that he shoule be recovered to the country, 
anc if it could be done at my wish in that I 
would have contributed somethin, again to 
the restoration of the Union. 


GAMPBELL ON CALHOUN. 


The modern interview is a sort of blasphe- 

mous attempt to represent in our way what 
many great men have left them, such as Jef- 
ferson in his“Anas” and the great Dr. Pepys 
in his“Diary.” I must beg the con of 
Judge Campbell if 1 add to the above remia- 
iseences, which I have printed with the good 
end of drawing public attention to his sec 

tion, what be had t» say of John C. Calhoun. 
He said: 

“My father was an old friend of Mr. Cal- 
houn, and I bad been brought up to admire 
bim. When I went to see him at Washing 

ton I appeared under the patronage of my 
father’s name, asd at this distance he appears 
to me to have been a man of interesting ap- 
pearance and an intenee form of address, and 
who, after some few lapses, proceeded upon 
me with all the earnestness of one addressi-g 
a popular audience. He was more ardent 
than suited my ears as compared with his, and 
after he had talked to me in the wildest way 
for some time I got the notion that he was 
practising something upon me. Soon after. 
wards he delivered a celebrated speech in 
which I thought I recognized whole sen- 
tences as what he had exclaimed to 
me, & mere young man. Mr. Calhoun 
was aman whose theories of government 
were never reasoned out from what he knew, 
but in the privacy of his cleset, apriora. Le 
grew in love with these ratiocinetions and 
was perfectiy Lonest in his avowal of them, 
and they siruck many good men in hia time 
as true positions. He hal the misfortune of 
haviog had the Presidency on the brain. No 
man ever bad it worse. The loss of it gave 
a strange aspect to his later years, and made 
him feei like one who had nearly won the im- 
perial rule and had lostit. He considered all 
questions in the light of one who had been 
discrowned, and could magnify his experi- 
esce as truly as if he had spenta long term 
of actual sovereignty. But his love of coun- 
try under the aspects of Lis mind was as un- 
doubted as that of men who kept in promise 
longer.” 

CAMPBELL ON CRAWFORD. 

Remembcriag that Judge Campbell was a 
native of Geergia and that William H. Craw- 
ford, the great candidate, after Monroe, for 
the Presidency, was of the same State, I 
asked the Judge whether Crawford deserved 
censideration at our distance from this time. 
Le said : 

“ Judge Crawford, when I knew him as a 
youth, bad retired from active life and was a 
Judge. He was not intemperate in his hab- 
its, but the contrary, and was an exceedingly 
arbitrary and positive man. I remember 
when acase came to him as a Judge, and 
some witness had been impeached,that h« 
said: ‘Gentlemen, I have known this man 
many years, and no impeacnment of his te- 
timony will do before me He is an honest, 
upright man, and has got to’ be believed,’ Be 
foré this, everything gave way, although we 
would think it strange in ourtimes if a Judge 
80 pronounced upon a witness’ character

yecupy the greatest record of ‘any Georgian, 
because he had really a great judgmeat, and 
what he thought of measures, men and times 
oni With it the weight of a large man 
Av . 


FINIS. 


Mr. Campbell had a kindly word for ex- 
President Fillmere, whom hethought retained 
the respect, and in some cases the affection of 
these elementsfrom which poiitics had re- 
ceded. 

He said many other isteresting things not 
necessary to be repeated, and I gained the in- 
ference from his remarks that he stood peised 
hetween the utter imbecility of the old pro 
slavery dynasty and the want of ¢onception 
of the purposes and character of the new. As 
we haveno conception ourselves in the North 
of carpet-baggery and let it goon bec suse it 
is @ parasite uoon Federal administration, | 
felt a sense of compassionate respect for a

THE NAVY. 


Becretary Robeson wanted Congress to 
ee ag five millions toward the con- 
struction of ten ships of war. This would 
be about one-half their cost. Congress Iras 
decided to authorize the construction of six 
ships of war, three to be built in Govern- 
ment and three in private yaras, but wiil 
make no appropriation until the plans, speci- 
fications and bids are before it. This looks 
very like a want oi confidence in the jolly 
Iobeson, but it is time a stop was put to the 
waste of the people's money in the equip- 
ment of our navy. This is the way 
that the business has been done hereto- 
fore. The Navy Department advertises 
for the construction of one 
or more ships. A favored contractor puts in 
a bid at a redicuously low figure. Indced, it 
would beggar him to sary with the terms 
of the contract. But his bid once accepted 
he sets to work and soon secures an alteration 
of the specifications. This invalidates the 
contract, and he then gets all the money he 
wants, Nowall are agreed that we used more 
ships aud beter ships, than the navy contains 
at present. But before building these we 
should like to know what has become of the 
old ones; At the close of the war the navy 
comprised nearly four hundred ships. Now 
we have about one hundred and fifty. What 
has become of the two hundred and 
fifty’ dropped from the list? That is 
what no fellow can find out. The informa- 
tion has been asked for time and ain, 
but itis not forthcoming. The returns furn- 
ished from the Navy Department do not 
specify but simply say ships sold—so much.
